The PDC junta's stroi 
support {271 - 191) for AUende,- however, may have shaken Frei's hope for • 
finding a political solution;, and this realization may lead him to seek' out a 
military solution. Should Frei decide that a military solution is ..the/only- 
alternative to an Allende inaugu ration, he probably will provide tacit Support 
to the military only if he can play a role in a scenario which would not 
tarnish his historical image. 
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
